I rom out of the maze of fact and fancy at the Pearl Harbor 
hearings there has emerged an almost legendary figure 
He is a boy on a bicycle 
One Sunday morning he left a telegraph office with a 
message. 
H e was the innocent instrument of both fate and irony. 
’robably he never knew the contents of the telegram he carried. 
But no messenger ever bore more po rtento us tidings. Not 
.Andrew Summers Rowan, w ho carried the famed 
'message to 
(jrtrcia. 
Not C eleres. who gave language a new word by lairs elected were: Joseph, 
spreading news of the slaying of Remus, R o m e ’s co founder 
Dominick P'.Subato, 
j. ic] 
Not I’heidippide.s, who brought Sparta the sum m ons to Mara­ 
thon 
Not even Mercury, winged message-bearer of th*' Gods. 
On that telegram hinged the lives of a million men. 
So 
did the welfare of a thousand million more, So did the military 
success of the w o r l d s greatest nations, the happiness and c o m ­ 
fort of every American home. 
It was grimly fitting that tidings so grave should have beet 
trusted thus to the leg-power of a lad on wheels. 
I he news was not new. Older counterparts of the boy on 
the bicycle had been pondering 
it 
in 
Washington 
for days. 
W hispers about it had passed am o n g the leaders of our Army 
and Navy, the august heads of the State Department, the 
dwellers in the sanctuary of the White House. 
What those whispers said we d o not know. I.very clean-cut 'PLANE OF TOMORROW 
statement about them has been later withdrawn or contradicted, 
■Coy messages have vanished. N o one can or will c o m e forward 
with unvarnished truth— or if he has, lies have overwhelm ed 
him. 
No single version of what happened stands undisputed. 
Only th® boy beco m es concrete and picturable 
I very 
o thei 
tangible fact has been artistically cancelled out. 
Rut the boy rides on— perhaps to immortality, like that 
of Paul Revere, of Sheridan 
twenty miles away; 
akin even to 
the Valkyries bearing battle-slain heroes through the skies to 
Valhalla. 
As he rides, he is interrupted. 
I here were other riders 
than he, that d a y —-riders on wings; noisy flyspecks amid the 
clouds; powered not by young human muscles but by exploding 
molecular energy; bearing not w ords but high explosives; air­ 
planes modern as tomorrow— pilots contemptuous of time, of 
space, of traditional book-learned military strategy, tactics and 
logistics. 
f or the date was D ecem ber 7, 1941; and the scene was 
that bastion of the Pacific, Pearl Harbor; and the planes were 
jap raiders going unmolested about their task of crippling our 
har-f .ast defenses— defenses which lay tempting, unalerted and 
unprotected in a single target; guns unloaded and unmanned; 
fuel and ammunition under lock and key; aircraft lined tip to 
ip on inadequate runways. 
A nd the message? 
It was a belated but definite warning that the Japs were on 
he m ove in the Pacific, and 
might even Strike Pearl I larbor. 
H o w much earlier the warning might have been sent is the 
top secret 
of the investigation. 
Actually, the attack at that 
point had been forecast for years, predicted by an American 
A m ba ssa do r months earlier. 
While Washington whispered, mulled over intercepted Jap 
messages, and everyone now seem s to have known war was im ­ 
pending, Pearl Harbor had been prepared for sabotage— not 
■ air attack. 
I he boy on the bicycle was the last minute effort on the 
! part of official Washington to correct a stupendous blunder. 
lf you want to know what foresight and vigilance at Pearl 
I larbor might have meant to history, to A m erica’s youth slain 
in battle, and to your own 
lives, read the reports and state­ 
ments of General Marshall, 
Chief o f Staff. 
You will learn two things of utmost significance, 
i 
f irst, the danger of a successful repulse of the Jap raid 
! was s o great, and its consequences to that nation would have 
! been s o catastrophic, that he could not imagine their attempt 
ling if. Had our leadership prepared for Pearl Harbor, had the 
stronghold been alerted when the danger beca m e known, and 
had resistance and dispersal blunted the attack, the Japanese 
' onslaught would have been broken at the outset. 
Our Pacific possessions might have been saved intact; the 
(Verrunning of Malaysia and the East Indies could have been 
prevented; our lifelines such as rubber and sugar would have 
I veld. 
The war could have been shortened at least a year.
